forecast for today and tomorrow 
by Government Forecaster Roscoe 
Nunn, with the possibility of light 
showers this afternoon or tonight. 
Today’s maximum, he said, prob- 
ably will not exceed 92 and tomor- 
row it may not go many points 
over 80. 

Four deaths superinduced. by 
heat were reported, bringing to 
128 the total of heat deaths for 
the year, nine of which have oc- 
curred during the past three days 
of temperatures exceeding 100. The 
dead:

Maximum at 4:20 P. M. 


The mercury rocketed from 85 
at 7 a. m. to 101 at 11 a.m. yester- 
day, continuing steadily until the 
maximum was reached at 4:20 p. 
m. Grudgingly declining, it stood 
at 104 at 7 o'clock, after being 
above 100 for elght hours, but be- 
fore a 10-mile west wind dropped 
10 degrees to 94 at 9 o’slock as a 
high pressure area developed. The 
rapid drop continued until 5 a. m., 
halting for three hours at the 76- 
degree mark. 

The fact that predicted showers 
did not come with the arrival of 
the high pressure area was attrib- 
uted by Nunn to the absence of a 
well definei low pressure area dur- 
ing the recent heated days. Fur- 
ther, he said, the atmosphere con- 
tained little moisture as shown by 
a low humidity of 21 per cent at 
7 p. m. 

Yesterday’s high will be record- 
ed officially as 108 since it was 
nearer the higher figure. While 
it exceeds the mark of 107.1 re- 
corded July 22, 1901, the average 
maximum temperature for the July 
of 29 years ago will be higher than 
that for this month. In 1901, July 
set a mark of 97.8 and if the three 
remaining days of this month 
should have the average July max- 
imum of 87.4, the average maxi- 
mum will be 94.2. 

Likewise, the. average of all 
hourly readings in July, 1901, 
which was 87.4, will still stand 
above the probable average for this 
month of 83.8. 


July 1901 Not So Dry. 


On the other hand, July, 1901, 

was by no means as dry as this 
month has been so far, and it was 
preceded by precipitation of 3.92 
inches in June, exceeding the nor- 
mal of 3.82. Rainfall so far this 
month has been only .25 of an inch 
and unless showers yet reach St. 
Louis this month it will set a new 
record for dry Julys, the present 
mark having been established in 
1890 when .37 of an inch of rain 
fell. 
Furthermore, there was a defi- 
ciency in rainfall in the four pre- 
ceding months this year. Since 
March 1 there have been only 6,82 
inches of rain, whereas the normal 
precipitation for the period is 
17.21 inches. 

Lack of water has ruined crops 
and caused even the verdant sum- 
mer foliage of trees to wither un- 
der temperatures which, since July 
9, have reached 100 degrees or 
more on 10 days. : 

That the drouth has been com- 
mon to the Mississippi Valley is 
shown by the stage of the Missis- 
sippi River here, a reading of 3.5 
feet being recorded today, the low- 
est for a July day in the 70 years 
during which records have been 
kept. The normal stage for July 
is 18.2. The Mississippi usually is 
highest in June, gradually falling 
to its lowest stage In December.

HOWARD PATENT 
SUT DEGIDED IN 
INVENTOR'S FAVOR 


A, F. Howe’s Claim Against 
Commonwealth Steel for 
Use of Two Devices Is 
Sustained. 


MASTER APPOINTED 
TO FIX AMOUNT 


Plaintiff's Attorneys Esti- 
mate It at $1,000,000 — 
Officers Denied Anything 
Was Due Employe.

SPRINGFIELD, IL, July 29.— 
Holding that Clarence HAHoward, 
president of the Commonwealth 
Steel Co., violated a confidential 
relationship which existed between 
nimself and employes of the “Gold- 
en Rule” foundry in Granite City, 
Federal Judge FitzHenry, in an 
opinion handed down icday, found 
in favor of Andrew Frank Howe, 
inventor, in his suit to obtain an ac- 
counting for the use of two of his 
patents in the foundry. 

The Court held that Howard, al- 
though assuring Howe from time tc 
time he would be compensated, 
never intended to pay for the value 
of either of the inventions and that 
the assignment of the patents to 
the company was “constructively 
‘raudulent.” At his employers’ 
behest, Howe made the assign- 
ments on applying for his patents. 
There was no written agreement as 
to his ccmpensation. 

E. P. Allen of Quincy was named 
master in chancery. He will re- 
view the records of the company, 
absorbed last year by the General 
Steel Castings Corporation, and de- 
termine the amount due Howe. 

Attorneys for Howe have esti- 
mated the company owes Howe 
about $1,000,000. The case had 
been under advisement since 
April 4. 

Howe, who was in the employ of 
Commonwealth from 1904 to last 
year, except from 1919 to 1923, in 
various capacities in the foundry, 
is now vice president of the Elmore 
Centrifugal Products .Co., 6527 
Manchester avenue. He resides at 
6954 Cornell avenue. 


Howe’s Inventions. 


Facts brought out at the trial of 
the suit were that Howe invented, 
among other devices, a steel mold, 
which largely supplanted a ‘‘green 
sand’ method for making large 
castings, and a continuous sand 
mill, used in the preparations of 
mold linings; that he applied for 
the patents and at the same time 
assigned his rights to the company. 

Howe contended that Clarence H. 
Howard, president of Common- 
wealth and now chairman of the 
board of its successor, repeatedly 
promised to compensate him for 
the use of his patents, appealing 
to him to act in harmony with the 
spirit of the Golden Rule and the 
Commonwealth spirit of “all for 
one, one for all.” Howard sudden- 
ly hada change of heart last year, 
Howe testified, and denied he had 


ever made such promises. 


Howard’s Testimony. 

Howard and other cfficers, in- 
cluding Harry M. Pflager, senior 
vice president, testified -no prom- 
ises of compensation had been 
made to Howe; that his salary and 
small “prizes” were accepted as full 
pay; that the mold idea was really 
conceived by Pflager and that it 
was customary for employes to as- 


sign patents to the firm. 


Testimony brought out that the 
highest salary Hcwe received at 
any one time was $6000 a year. 

Howe was with the firm almost 
from its inception in 1904. It was 
then a losing concern. Last year it 
was sold for $35,000,000. It was 
the contention of his attorneys that 
the phenomenal success of the 
firm was due in large measure to 
the monopoly Howe's steel mold 
gave it in the large casting field. 
With it, they contended, Common- 
wealth was able to make locomo- 
tive and railroad car beds with an 
accuracy no other firm could ap 
proximate. Every large railroad in 
the country eventually became a 
customer. 

During the trial much time was 
devoted to showing the Golden 
Rule atmosphere created in the 
foundry by Howard who mingled 
with the lowliest employe on a 
“brotherhood” basis. This close 
relationship existing between em- 
ployer and employe was cited by 
the plaintiff as the reason he neév- 
er considered a written agreement 
necessary to protect his interests.

PRESIDENT ORDERS 
BANKRUPTCY INQUIRY 


Asks Attorney-General to Make 
Survey to. Correct Present 
Evils of Laws. 


By the Assoclatcd Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Pres- 
ident Hoover announced today he 
had asked Attorney-General Mitch- 
ell to make an extensive and vigor- 
ous investigation of bankruptcy 
laws and practices. 

The inquiry will be under the di- 
rection of the Solicitor-General, 
Mr. Hoover said with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce co-operating. 
Its purpose was outlined by the 
President as the formulation of 
legislation to correct present evils 
in the bankruptcy laws. 

Mr. Hoover said he had been 
informed that losses to business 
through bankruptcies had amount- 
ed to $3,000,000,000 over a period 
of five years. 

Present losses from this source, 
he added, are approximately $750,- 
000,000 a year. 

The text of the President's an- 
nouncement was as follows: 

“T have authorized the Attorney- 
General to undertake an exhaustive 
investigation into the whole ques- 
tion of bankruptcy law and prac-'| 
tice. It will be a most extensive 
and vigorous investigation. The 
work will be under the direction of 
the Solicitor-General and he will 
be assisted by the Department of 
Commerce. 

“The losses through bankruptcy 
in the past five years exceed $3,- 
000,000,000 and are now averag- 
ing $750,000,000 per annum. 
The purpose of the investigation is, 
of course, to propose to Congress 
some essential reforms in the 
bankruptcy law and practice.”

TELLS JUDRES HE 
TESTIFIED FALSELY 
AT MOONEY TRIAL 


John MacDonald Declares 
He Was Induced by Dis- 
trict Attorney to Lie on 
the Stand.

SAN KERANCISCO, July 29.— 
John MacDonald, 58-year-old Bal- 
timore waiter, told the Justices of 
the California Supreme Court here 
today that he gave false testimony 
in the Thomas J. Mooney-Warren 
K, BHlings bombing case in 1916, 
because he was induced to do so 
by Charles Fickert, then District 
Attorney. iy 

Under questioning by Justice 
Preston, MacDonald admitted he 
had told “five different stories at 
five different times” about what 
he saw in connection with the 
bombing of the Preparedness day 
parade here that year. 

Asked how the Court was to 
know which one to believe, he re- 
plied: “Only by your own judg- 
ment.” 

MacDonald was asked if he was 
corrupted in 1916 and replied he 
was, explaining he had been tak- 
en to the office of Fickert and “‘in- 
duced by Fickert to tell a story dif- 
ferent from the truth’ about the 
explosion which took 10 lives and 
injured 40 persons. 

“Whole Pack of Lies.” 

“A whole pack of lies was pack- 
ed into my head,” MacDonald said. 

Thomas Mooney and Warren 
Billings are serving life sentences 
for the bombing and the purpose 
of MacDonald's testimony is to de- 
termine whether the court shall 
recommend a pardon for Billings. 
Under California law a second of- 
fender cannvt apply for a pardon 
without a recommendation from 
the Supreme Court. Gov. C. C. 
Young has said he would consid- 
er the two cases together. He re- 
cently denied them a pardon. 

Flanked by lawyers, his own and 
those of Mooney and Billings, Mac- 
Donald opened his testimony by 
saying he was now in a frame of 
mind to tell the truth. In addition 
to asserting he gave testimony 
damaging to Mooney and Billings 
at the time of the bombing  be- 
cause he was “induced to do so,” 
MacDonald admitted he had been 
drinking consiierably a year or 
two before the event. This was 
brought out in questions regarding 
his habits. 

Turning to what happened on the 
day of the paarde in July, 1916. 
MacDonald told of leaving his 
room, luncning on Third street and 
strolling down to Market and 
Steuart streets where he paused to 
watch the parade which was just 
starting. 

Gives Detailed Story. 

From here he described in de- 
tail what he said he saw in con- 
nection with the explosion. 

“I saw a man set down a suit- 
case near the wall,” said MacDon- 
ald. “It was a dirty brown, Then 
the man went down the street and 
met another man at a saloon door. 
He looked at his watch three or 
four times. 

“This man was short—about 5 
feet, 5 or 6 inches, and weighed 
abcut 125 or 130 pounds.”

The R-100 passed over Rathlin 
Island, Antrim, Northern Ireland, 
at 11:30, traveling fast. The Wa- 
terford Monthly Fair was halted 
while those attending it watched 
the great ship sailing overhead. 

Early hikers had a good view of 
the R-100 as it passed over Liver- 
pool shortly after 7 o'clock, flying 
low in the brilliant sunshine, After 
circling the city, the airship head- 
ed toward the Irish Sea.

Mrs. War- 
field is one of the nieces. 

William McMillan died in 1901, 
and his widow in 1915. In 1913 
William K. Bixby, St. Louis cap!- 
talist, former business associate of 
William McMillan, and trustee of 
the estate, obtained assignments of 
the expectancies of several heirs, 
including Mrs. Warfield and her 
husband, Lewis Warfield. She de- 
clined, however, to sell her entire 
expectancy, taking $25,000 for one- 
half of it. 

Sir Northrup died in 1925, with 
no heir. In the settlement of the 
William McMillan estate, made by 
Bixby early in 1927, Mrs. Warfield 
received $371,668. This was one- 
half what she would have received 
if she had retained her entire ex- 
pectancy. 

Why Bixby Waived Fee. 

Mrs. Warfield filed her present 
suit in February, 1929, in Federal 
Court here. In her suit, she stated 
that Bixby, In his final settlement 
of the estate, paid $600,000 more 
than his previous accounting, made 
a year before, showed to be due 


his fees as trustee, which would 
have been about $400,000 on the 
usual § per cent basis. Between 
Bixby's first accounting and thw 
fina] settlement, suit for an ac- 
ounting was filed in behalf of some 
of the collateral heirs, living in 
Detroit. This suit was described 
at the time as a friendly proceed- 
ing. : 
It was said in ‘behalf of Bixby, 
at the time when Mrs. Warfield’s 
suit was filed, that he paid the 
$600,000 to the estate, and waived 
the fees, because some investments 
made by him for the estate had 
turned out unfavorably. He has re- 
tired from all business affairs, be- 
cause of illness. 

Mrs. Warfield alleges also that 
a partnership existed between Wil- 
liam McMillan and Bixby, as hold- 
erg of several] millions of dollars’ 
securities; that the 
assets of this partnership 
were distributed by Bixby between 
the widow, son and himself, with- 
out being entered on the Probate 
Court records. Mrs. Warfield con- 
tends that this should have gone 
through Probate Court as part of 
the estate.

The R-100 has a cruising radius 
of 400 to 6000 miles, a full speed 
of 82 miles an hour and a cruising 
speed of 72; capacity for 5,150,000 
cubic feet of buoyant gas, and lift- 
ing power of 156 tons. 


Mcals in Dining Room. 


Meals will be served in a dining 
room after preparation in a small 
kitchen. No smoking will be per- 
mitted, as the buoyant gas is of the 
inflammable type. 

The airship carries wireless 
equipment for communication on 
both long and short waves with the 
call letters FGAAV. Direct com- 
munication will be maintained with 
the stations at Cardington and St.

The President pointed out that 
Congress at the last session ‘“‘addcud 
somewhat to the requirements of 
this service, the purpose of such 
information being not only a 
barometer of business but the nec- 
essary information ag,fo measures | 
which need to be taken by local 
agencies as well as the Government 
in any constructive relief of un- 
employment.” 

The need for more systematic in- 
formation on unemployment, Mr. 
Hoover said, has been generally in- 
dorsed by business and labor oOr- 
ganizations for some years. 

“The question is not as simple 
as it appears on the surface,” he 
said. “The inclusion of a deter- 
mination of the amount of unem- 
ployment in the census taken April 
1, gives us for the first time an 
accurate base on which to formu- 
late plans and a knowledge of the 
whole problem which we have 
never hitherto possessed. 

“But if we were to attempt such 
an absolutely accurate determina- 
tion of emplayment once every 
three months it would require a 
house-to-house canvass of the en-* 
tire nation and would be practical- 
ly the equivalent of the census and 
might cost us $10,000,000 or $15,- 
000,000 per annum. 

Co-operation Necessary. 

“On the other hand it has been 
long recognized that the present 
Department of Labor statistics are 
inadequate, the cost of which ts 
about $150,000 per annum, In or- 
der to secure the information we 
need at reasonable Cost, we must 
find a new basis for recruiting it. 
Such a basis can only be formulat- 
ed by the co-operation of industry, 
labor and other agencies. ~ 

“To some who are anxious over 
the appointment of temporary 
committees and commissioners for 
advisory fact-finding, co-ordinating 
or negotiating purposes,’ I may sug- 
gest that they are-not a new ne- 
cessity in Government. President 
Roosevelt created 107 of them, 
President Taft, 63. President Wii- 
son, 160. President Harding. © 44. 
and President Coolidge, 118. 

“As we need the best brains of 
the country to assist ih government 
and in the co-ordination of public 
efforts, 1 shall appoint others. The 
willingness of our people of spe- 
cialized knowledge to. give such 
voluntary service as this requires 
is one of the most gratifying quali- 
ties in citizenship. “

Changsha is a walled city with 
a native population of 500,000.

Zaro Agha, the “aged, aged man” from Istanbul, 
now on exhibition in these parts, has been examined 
by an iconoclastic doctor, who thinks the old Turk’s 
age is nearer 90 than the 156 years he claims. And, 
since Zaro (the “Agha” part of his name is a 
mere superfluity meaning “Mister”’) has no docu- 
ments, but presents only his own word that he has 
observed his sesquicentennial, there will be many to 
conclude that the doctor is right. 
This places Zaro on a level with “Old—Parr,” who 
claimed 152 years when he visited the British court 
in 1653 and succumbed to the gay life there. His 
physique was that of a healthy nonagenarian, and 
the myth was exploded by an investigator who showed |; 
that at least 60 years had been tacked on somewhere. 
Another historic instance was the Countess of Des- 
mond, apparently 140 at her death, according to ‘the 
records. A little digging showed there had been two 
Couhtesses, each of whom lived to 70. 
As a matter of fact, most instances of great alleged 
longevity come from regions where birth-records are 
poorly ‘kept. Such are Sheik Said Moliammed of 
Transjordania, who Claims 121 summers; Therese 
Abalva, a Russian peasant, reputedly 180 at death, 
and Li Chung-ying. of China, who boasts he is 262.

LAW we have, shaping our destinies 

economically more than any other, that 

prescribes punishment for a crime which 
it does not define. This is the Sherman 
Anti-trust Law. Congress has tinkered with 
it, exempted farmers, exempted exporters, 
supplemented it with the Clayton Act. And 
most significant of all, the Supreme Court 
from time to time has rendered decisions 
in equity under it—a great many of them 
by only a 5-to-4 majority—but decisions, 
precedent-establishing decisions neverthe- 
less.

Advantages and disadvantages of 


the bond issue and the “pay-as-you. 
go” methods of financing the $39,- 
000,000 of building improvements 
for State institutions of various 
types proposed in the State Survey 
Commission report were discussed 
before a study group. of the 
League of Women Voters at lunch- 
eon at the Town Club yesterday. 
Carter W. Atkins, director of the 
Bureau of Municipal Research, and 

Walston Chubb, a lawyer familiar 
with bonds matters, led the talk. 
Mrs. Virgil Loeb presided. 

Atkins, arguing that the prac- 
tical thing was to provide as much 
as possible for permanent improve- 
ments out of current income, 
granted that bond issues might be 
necessary for partial financing, at 
least, in view of the urgency of the 
requirements. Chubb upheld the 
bond plan. It was agreed that the 
Survey Commission proposals ap- 
peared to meet only present needs 
and not to lay down a program for 
the demands of the future. 

The bond method, Atkins point- 
ed out, required a 40 to 50 per 
cent greater outlay in the long run 
than the pay-as-you-go system be- 
cause of interest requirements, In 
St. Louis, he said, for example, ‘the 
37-cent sinking fund tax rate pays 
not only for some recent improve- 
ments with bond money but for 
Various others made in past gen- 
erations. 

*Chubb argued that the difference 
between the two plans was a “mere 
matter of accounting’’ and that 
there was a “use value” of im- 
provements offsetting bond costs. 
If Missouri had paid for improve- 
ments as time passed, instead of 
permitting needs to accumulate, he 
said, there would not be the pres- 
end need for remedies. Chubb said 
it was no more improvident for 
the State to pay for institutional

A properly planned program, At- 
kings said, could be laid out for a 
period of years and ‘changed to 
meet the conditions of good and 
bad business. He declared that any 
worthwhile program had to be :u«- 
vised annually anyway. “If a nig 
tax increase is going to be burden- 
some, issue bonds,” he counsel-4, 
remarking that members of the 
Legislature probably would prefer 
to let the people-act on the pro- 
posals by voting on bonds rather 
than by voting a tax increase for 
the pay-as-you-go plan in the Leg- 
islature. 

There was a discussion among 
members of the study group, with- 
out a conclusion, as to whether the 
chance of success for the program 
was better through a popular vote 
on bonds or a legislative vote on a 
tax increase. Ernest Reeves of the 
Associated Industries said that or- 
ganization had not taken a stand 
as between the two plans, but that 
the question in rural districts was 
wholly concerned with lowering 
school taxes and assessing city in- 
comes to finance State improve- 
ments.

He carried the 
weight of the show business on his 
shoulders—in his mind. He meant 
no more to the success of a the- 
atrical venture than the scrub- 
woman, yet he strutted his im- 
portance everywhere he went. He 
gave snappy, curt answers to all 
questions; a false alarm if there 
was ever one. A few of his breed 
still exist, I’m sorry to say. 
At one time three former ven- 
triloquists were house representa- 
tives for B. F. Keith. And the 
first day they were out front they 
adopted the tactics of the other 
snobs of the managing profession. 


‘|For many years I was sure that it 


was some sort of a contagious dis- 
ease that would turn, overnight, 
a first-class ventriloquist into a 
cringing dub to superiors and an 
overbearing rat to actors. 
All of which has more or less to 
do with a chat I had one night 
with my friend, the stage carpen- 
ter, at Keith’s Union Square Thea- 
ter. 
“T’ve got a pass for you to see 
Louis James in ‘The Lion’s Mouth’, 
around the corner at the BStar,” he 
told me. ‘The boys in the box of- 
tice are good friends of mine and 
they will put you away down in 
front. Only don’t tell them you are 
an actor.” 
“Why not?” I asked, innocently. 
“Theré’s a rule about it,” he 
laughed. 
“About what?” 
“About giving passes to actors. It 
isn’t done. Seems to be the only 
fun these wisenheimers have in life 
is turning down actors. Just tell 
whoever asks that you are a friend 
of mine.” 
“T’ll tell ’em,” I said rather 
sternly. I suspect that he thought 
I would give them an argument at 
the slightest provocation, because 
he returned: 
“Remember one thing, sonny, all 
through life. Always make it easy 
for yourself. Don’t forget a lot of 
guys talk themselves ipto trouble 
every day.” 
I behaved like a little gentleman, 
There was a line at the Star box 
office; no questions were asked. 
They gave me a seat in the first 
row—at least, tnat is where they 
said it was—and strange to say, 80 
different from modern box offices, 
that’s where it proved to be.

I met Howard Kyle, one of the 
tew legitimate actors I knew. 
He didn't seem to think,’ like go 
many of his kind, that I was be- 
neath him. He greeted me cordial- 
ly. He said he was playing the 
role of Marco, a guardsman in the 
mediaeval play at the Star and he 
was happy to know I was to see the 
performance, 

He spoke of the long tour cf his 
company, about the opening of the 
show in California and, naturally, 
about the poor New York notices, 
especially the one written by Alan 
Dale, a celebrated critic who died 
a few years ago. He said Henry 
Guy Carleton, the author, who had 
an impediment in his speech, be- 
came so mad over the Dale criti- 
cism that. he couldn’t talk. at all 
for several days. 

“Anyway, it gave us a rest,” said 
Mr, Kyle. “We had no rush calis 
for extra rehearsals.” 

The conversation drifted to Tom 
Keene, considered the greatest 
Richard the Third—a famous tra-

x Syordind is no Broadwayite who 
has more memories of the 

street than George M. Cohan. 

He was born in Fox Point, 
now part of Providence, on July 
4, 1878. When he was eight, he 
accompanied his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jerry Cohan and his 
sister, Josephine, on their West- 
ern tour in “Daniel Boone on 
the Trail,” as second violinist in 
the orchestra. This was the be- 
ginning of the Four Cohans. 

The Four Cohans made their 
Broadway debut in Keith’s Union 
Square Theatre in 1893. A last- 
minute change forced Cohan to 
open the show alone and he 
admits failing to stir an apa 
thetic audience of about fifty. 

In this series Mr. Cohan tells 
of Broadway as it was, as it is 
and as it will be. 


about the stars. I was soon to dis- 
cover why Mr. Keene figured in 
our little talk. Mr. Kyle, the actor, 
wanted to “plant” the name. 
"“Where are you sitting?” he 
asked. 

I showed him the seat coupon. 
He noted the location and ap- 
proved of it. 

“Listen closely for every word in 
the early scene I have with Mr. 
James,” he warned. “Look for a 
laugh when you hear something 
about Marco’s neck. You'll then 
learn what a funny man Mr. James 
is. The audiences for this play 
don‘t know it, but you will. He 
has, you know, one of those scen- 
ery-biting roles, like Tom Keene 
plays so well,’’ 

It was near curtain time and he 
had to hurry away. 

The play revealed Mr. James as 
a domineering monk, crazy with 
power, the lion’s mouth. He gave 
to the role everything that the 
greatest of tragedians would have 
given it, except that he was having 
a bully good time all by himself, 
without an audience suspecting 
that it was a part for him to take 
less lightly than the author in- 
tended. 

Mr. Kyle as Marco made his ap- 
pearance. Mr. James, after the 
fashion of a Shakspearean ham, 
his voice pitched to the tone of 
Mr. Keene's Richard, beckoned to 
Marco. Marco, the guard, stood 
rigid as the fine actor spoke. Slow- 
ly and forcefully, he called: 

“Marco, thy neck is slender and 
the ax is keen—Tom.” 

The last word was only audible 
to Marco and to me, who had been 
forewarned. 

I was becoming aware that 
Broadway was no place for one to 
take himself too seriously. If a 
fine actor had the good sense not 
to take himself too seriously and, 
better still, a sense of humor suf- 
ficient to prevent his taking the 
theater itself. too seriously, then 
why shouldn’t I? _ 

I couldn't help laughing out loud 
when I thought about the nincom- 
poops who believed themselves 
managers and therefore above 
speaking to actors.

HERE were three performances 
T any for me at Keith’s Union 

Square Theater, 12:05 (noon), 
5:20 and 7:25, allowing me, as you 
see, to get out of the theater every 
night in time to gaze upon night 
life in its early stages. I would 
stand in theater lobbies, listening 
to chance remarks about the show 
or the stars, much as the present- 
day shoestringer . hovers: around 
listening to comments after the 
first act of his new production. 

Willie Collier was doing well, I 
heard in “Hoss and Hoss” out in 
Chicago for a World's Fair engage- 
ment. Maurice Barrymore was 
seeking a chance to punch the

cupid nose of Acton Davies, the 
critic in New York. Show business 
was up and at them those days. 

Mr. Barrymore, quite an ema- 
teur pugilist, finally did meet Mr. 
Davies, a roly-poly kewpie, at the 
Empire Theater one night. Upon 
being introduced to Mr. Davies, 
whose criticisms of the actor had 
been merciless, Mr. Barrymore re- 
marked: 


“I had intended to give you a 
good thrashing for the unkind 
things you have said about me, Mr. 
Davies, but, having seen you, all 
resentment vanishes.”’ 

They became friends, after a 
fashion, later. 

My last Saturday night at Keith's 
is a memory not easy to forget. 
The house was crowded for the 
first time in my act, and I felt my 
big chance had: come to show 
Broadway the stuff of which J 
All week I had “died 
standing up.” But this Saturday 
night—I couldn't fail. 


During the act there was a fight 
in the gallery, Everybody turned 
to watch the excitement, and al- 
though I danced as I had never 
danced before, nobody paid the 
slightest attention to me. I was 
a grand flop. My first week in 
New York was an absolute failure 
at Keith’s, but an absolute persona: 
success at the curling. I had 
made the acquaintance of many 
prominent persons — Augustus 
Thomas, Louis James, thanks to 
Howard Kyle, and Frederick 
Wards, his co-star, and I had met 
Adam Engel, brother of Nick. I 
have forgotten who presented ,me 
to Adam—it may have been the 
spieler in front of the Crystal 
Maze at 38th Street. No matter, I 
knew Adam Engel.

R. ENGEL was the proprietor 

of a popular Welsh rarebit 
establishment at 35th Street and 
Sixth Avenue. He served ale in 
pewter mugs and was quite a ce- 
lebrity. I used some of hig pewter 
mugs recently in “The Tavern’; 
mugs, no doubt, that were drunk 
from by almost all of the famous 
stage stars of the day. I'll always 
keep them. 

I had talked to Loie Fuller, who 
was fast becoming a sensation in 
her serpentine dance. She proved 
vastly interesting and vastly infor-

mative. It seems she held some 
patents for lighting effects, which 
Were sought for various uses by 
various producers. And she in- 
tended to make whoever used them 
pay royalties. She put ideas into 
my head, 

I waz writing sketches for vaude- 
ville. Instead of asking a flat 
sum for these, as was customary 
in the early days of variety, I de- 
termined thereafter to do as Loie 
Fuller intended doing—take pay- 
ment by the week. Miss Fuller 
collected royalty from the late 
Henry W. Savage for many years 
for a patent on a fan effect that 
blew ribbons around. I began col- 
lecting from $15 to $25 a week 
later for variety sketches I had 
written. 

Well, the first week at Keith's 
came to a close with no fireworks 
for the visiting Four Cohans, That 
is, not for three of them. Jose- 
phine, alone, had a few Roman 
candles exploded in her behalf, but 
the rest of us didn’t get a match 
to light our punk, For some réa- 
son punk flashes through my 
mind. 


An agent named James J. Arm- 
strong offered Josephine, the most 
heavenly dancer I have _ ever 
known, the same salary as the 
four-act was getting to open on 
Monday in a single specialty at 
Koster & Bial’s. There were no of- 
fers for my services. 

' Koster & Bial’s music hall was 
the leading high class vaudeville 
theater in America. All variety ac- 
tors sought an engagement there, 
same as they do today at the Pal- 
ace at Seventh avenue and 47th 
street, Josephine did not seem par- 
ticularly anxious about the date, 
believing, as I did, that the Four 
Cohans should never split wp.
